THE DISASTER IN 
NICARAGUA 
Ap 
For the © second time in its 
comparatively short career as 
capital of Nicaragua, the town 
ef Managua has been wiped out. 
De ils of the tragedy, 
which descended unheralded 
upon the defenceless city, are 
too horrible to be dwelt upon. 
At can only be hoped that, as in 
the case of the recent similar 











disaster in Hawkes Bay, New 
land, the first reports will 
turn out to be graver than the 
actual situation ‘warrants,| 
though it is difficult to imagine 
anything . more terrible than 
fa city in the grip of panic 
following ries of severe 
earthquake shocks with a pal) of 
‘smoke overhanging the gallant] 
men who are fighting to 

what is left from the flames. 
At the time of writing no reason 
for the earthquake shocks had 
been received. Communications 
throughout the wide western 
ection of the small American 
republic had been "severed. 
What disasters had overtaken 
the outlying districts was not 
known. ‘The area which seems} 
to have been affected, however, 
ig situated in the neighbourhood 
of a ehain of volcanic cones, 
which have in the past been the 
scenes of some of the most 
terrible eruptions in the world. 
‘This chain of voleanic cones 
terminates in Mount Coseguina, 
which, in 1835, burst forth in 
the biggest eruption on record— 
so big that islands in th 

Caribbean as far away as 
Jamaica felt the showers of ash 
‘and lava hurled into the air. 
Across the isthmus of land 
hich separates Lake Managua 
from Lake Nicaragua, is the 
{sland of Omotepe, one of whose 
twin volcanic peaks erupted 
with great destruction in 1888. 
‘There are other voleanic areas 
in the district, where low cones 
emit sulphurous vapour and 
smoke and sometimes. at night 
light up the land with bluish 
flames. 

Managua has been the capital 
of Nicaragua since 1855, when 
it was chosen as the centre of 
fhe government "tp decide be-| 
tween the rival claims of two 
other cities. Since that time, 
up to 67 years ago when the 
city. was partially destroyed by. 
a great inundation, it has 
‘thriven until a few days ago it 
could claim to be an. important 
and growing industrial centre. 
‘What it might even yet rise to 
be out of the ashes of its present 
ruins can only be conjectured. 
A canal such is at present pro- 
jected to join the Pacific and 
the Atlantic Oceans would be 
the making of the wealth of the 
country and provide yet another 
focal point for the world’s 
shipping. 

The news of the disaster will 
‘come as a special shock to many 
members of the United States 
Marines Corps now in Shanghai. 
‘They will be able to reconstruct, 
from personal knowledge some 
of the scenes of devastation 
which must prevail over a large 
section of the country which 
they, unweltomed and unthank- 
ed, sought for many years to 
restore from chaos and revolu- 
tion to some semblance of order.

‘the object of vociferous attacks 
from a certain species of poli- 
ticians in their own country, the

It, therefore, agrees 
presentation at the Roun 
Conference, thus reversing its 
previous decision on that point. 
The riders, as the other resolu-| 
tions may’ be termed, may be 
merely face-saving clauses or, 
eventually, excuses for receding 
from the main position.

The great principle 
is to get the Congress, repre- 
sentatives to the Round-Table, 
‘There they will come into cot 
tact with delegates representing 
other points of view. ‘They will 
lose their confidence in their 
claim, which is preposterous on 
the face of it, to represent the 
whole of India’ or even the whole 
of political India, and they may, 
therefore, bring their ambitions 
into a reasonable focus. The 
demand that India should have 
control of defence, of finance 
and foreign relations, and that 
she should have the right of in- 
dependence, is patently an im- 
possibility. Therefore, if the 
Round-Table Conference comes 
to practical conclusions, the 
Congress delegates will either 
have to fall in with the common 
line, or withdraw such of its 
representatives as consider the 
adherence to whatever de: 
are reached to be i 
This may be critic 
mitting uncertainty to continue. 
Tt has, however, the clear ad- 
vantage of giving India breath- 
ing space. The Congress is not 
presentative of India, but-it 
is the best organized. political 
party. If the frame-ivork now 
to be completed develops 
into a practical form of feder- 
ated government, the opportuni- 
ties offered will be such that 
the best brains of the Congress 
are likely to realize the imper- 
ative necessity of continuing to 
co-operate. 

‘The interest in this decision 
at Karachi lies also in the fact 
that, it provides the first ex-| 
ample of definite co-operation by 
the Congress with the Govern- 
ment of India.

It is not surprising that com- 
mercial firms have been compelly 
ed more rigidly to ban the chit.

into a sum represented by severt 
digits. The most remarkable in- 
dulgence is displayed by certain 
places of entertainment. If the

licenced could be amended 
‘make the payment on a cash 
‘oasis, for the services thoy rendér, 
or the goods they supply, at 
obligation, reinforced hy pain of 
forfeiture’ of the licence, a great 
deal would be done to mitigate, 
‘one of the most serious aspects 
of the prevalence of the chit 
system in Shanghai. It might be 
objected that this would involve 
the closing down ef some estab- 
lishments which depend —iiainly 
on their credit custom. That 
argument, should not be allowed 
to stand, The chit system applied, 
to such enterprises leads: to, 
disasters against which the coma 
munity, in its own interests, ‘had 
gvery Tight severely, to” protect 
tself.

COL. W. FL. GORDON [TES “Bing ould not be COAL SHORTAGE THREAT,

The death of Colonel W. F.L, 
Gordon, former Commandant of 
the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, 
will be regretted by all who 
knew and served under this 
very distinguished soldier. Be- 
fore his appointment to com- 
‘mand, the S.V.C. was a highly 
organized unit’ but it, was 
primarily due to Col. Gordon 
that a definite defence scheme 
for the Settlement was created, 
‘Col, Gordon arrived in 1923 and 
that his decision was sound was 
proved the next year when the 
Chekiang-Kiangsu war broke 
out and Shanghai, with its 
great wealth and its arsenal, 

the prize of contending: 
armies, With the usual ebb and 
flow of Chinese warfare, Shang- 
hai on several occasions found 
itself surrounded by disorganiz- 
‘ed and leaderless troops bent on 
Yoot, and the wisdom of Col. 
Gordon's scheme was demons- 
trated more than once. 

‘On one occasion some of these 
troops had to be admitted into 
the Settlement and were intern- 
ed in Avenue Haig after being. 
disarmed. ‘These were the days. 
of predatory militarism when 
generals were as apt to abandon 
their troops as to lead them. 
There was also another scare 
when the notorious General Hsu 
Shu-tseng, known as “Little 
Hou,” a man whose influence 
affected many revolts, tried to 
reorganize about 30,000 leader- 
Jess troops camped’ about the 
Shanghai North Station with 
the express purpose of holding 
Shanghai to ransom. Again, 
the defence scheme was 




















placed under arrest when he 
entered the Settlement. Again, 
during the unfortunate 192 
troubles following the general 
strike, the defence scheme 
proved sound and the disorde: 
were minimized through tl 
prompt but diplomatic use of 
volunteer forces in the Settle- 
ment, . 

It was also largely due to the 
advice of Col, Gordon, with 
‘Admiral Tyrwhitt, that, British 
troops were sent'to Shanghai 
in 1927 and stemmed the w: 
of disorder which swept the 











Chinese city on the capture of 
Shanghai by the Nationalist. 
forces and which | otherwise 


would have involved the foreign 
areas. By displacing the Nor- 
thern troops which held Shang- 
hai at that time, a period of 
chaos was created which result 
‘ed in the elements of Chinese 
oaliganism and gangsters, tak 
ing heavy toll of the Chinese. 
districts before General Chiang: 
Kai-shek’s troops could gain 
complete control and before 
the additional danger to. the 
civil populace, the abandoned 
Northern troops, could be 
liguidated. ‘These were critical 
days for the International Settle- 
ment and the soundness of the 
defence scheme which brought 
the Settlement through with 
the minimum, of trouble and 
without interference in Chinese 
politics and warfare reflects 
favourably on Col, Gordon's 
judgment, As the Commandant 
of. the Volunteers Col. Gordon 
was one of the most popular of- 
ficers ever appointed for he in- 
epired the rank and file with 
his own enthusiasm, He was a 
machine gunner and never neg- 
Jected this branch of the ser- 
Vice, but his ability, his leader- 
ship, and above all his personal 
influence on the S.V.C. will not 
forgotten. When he retired 
from Shanghai he was described 
ia the London Press ag “the 
saviour of Shanghai.” ‘The title 
was well earned because when 
he arrived here General Duncan 
chad simply to take over the 
plans alveady prepared for the!

DEATH OF COL. W. F. 
GORDON 


Pormer S.V.C. Commandant 
Dies at Age of 59 


London, Mar. 31. 
‘The death bas occurred of Cal. 
William Fanshawe Gordon who com 

fmanded the. Shanghat Volunteer 
Corps from 1923 to 1928. 

Col. Gordon was 59 years of age, 
'The son of an Inspector-General of 
Hospitals and. Fleets, Royal, Navy, 
he was. educated privately and at 
Sandhurst. He served in South 
Africa. in 1902 and. through the 
Great War, being mentioned in de- | 
spaichés and’ being’ awarded” the 
B80. aod CA.G. during the latter 
lcampaign—Heoter.

for Gallipoli, he was avarded the 
GM.G. ard 'D.S.0. and was men- 
tioned’ seven times in despatches. 

He arrived in Shanghai in March 
1923. Col. Marr Johnson had, 
during his command, done an im 
mense amount of " work in re- 
organizing. the Volunteer Corps, and 
it so happened it was Col. Gordon's 
work to organize a complete scheme 
of defence for Shanghai. This he 
set about doing with the thorough- 
hess which was characteristic of 
‘all his work, and it is an extreme- 
ly interesting. and. important fact 
that his original scheme was adop' 
ed in its entirety by the Shanghai 
Defence Force, and was not in the 
slightest altered. 

Tt was at an early stage of his 
career in Shanghai. that this de- 
fence scheme had to be put into 
operation. In 1924 during the 
Chékiang-Kiangeu war the Settle- 
ment was threatened by the pre~ 
sence of a large number of dis- 
organized and disgruntled Chi 
troops. Tt was then that Col. 
Gordon took up the lines of defence 
whieh have since been occupied by 
the International Defence Forces, 
fand then it was also that the first 
barbed-wire barricades were put up. 
During that year the S.V.C. 
mobilized from September 
October 23. In January, 1925, 
was again necessary to mobilize 
part of the Corps following upon 
Chi Hsieh-yuan's coup d'etat, when 
the ith Chékiang Division, "whieh 
Thad taken no part in the Sghting, 
entered the French Concession over 
the Siceawei Creek. Units of the 
Volunteer Corps assisted the French 
authorities in disarming them and 
confining them to the grounds of 
the Haig Riding School, while at 
‘the same time the Volunteers assist- 
ed. the police in disarming 2,000 
mien at_the level railway crossing 
ag Jessfield.

‘At this time, while unfriendly’ 
troops. were waiting immediately 
beyond the perimeter, armed Com- 
munists were known’ to be 
‘Shanghai. Col. Gordon was given 
the. work of co-ordinaticg the 
duties of the various units com- 
prising the Internal Security, 
Troops, and he carried this out 
‘with the same ability that he had 
shown in the troublous times . of 
124 and 1925. Not only was the 
Volunteer Corps included in the 
security troops but also the Amer- 
jean Marine Corps, the Spanish, 
Dutch, Portuguese, Italias 
Tapanese naval 
the Suffolk Regiment, 
recalling in this connection that the 
defence of the perimeter was. al- 
Toted to the British troops, Japan- 
jese and Italian Naval landing part- 
les. Largely due to the foresight 
which Col. Gordon had shows in 
‘arranging for the wiring of the 
Jdistriet to be held, the work which 
these troops was given to perform 
was made infinitely easier and 
more effective than otherwise would 
have been the case.

Tt may be mentioned that while 
the strength of the Corps when he 
Joined vas 1,400, when he left it 
Was 1,887, while during his last 
mobilization, it rose to over 2200. 
Col. Gordon's pride and confidence 
in the Corps’ were seen from the 
way he took steps to parade it in 
Jeonnection with the regular t-oops 
here.

Sequel to a Ricsha Fare 
Dispute 


A few days ago rumours—to whieht 
the “North-China Daily News” did 
not give currency—were spread 
abroad to the effect that Japanese 
farmed Marines were seen making in= 
Jdiseriminate arrests of viesha coolies 
fat the junction of North Szechuert 
jand Dixwell Roads, on March 25, 
On the basis of these rumours in? 
lquiries were set on foot. By cour- 
tesy. of. the Japanese " Consulate- 
General the actual facts are now, 
available. wnt 
It appears that on the evening in 
Jquestion there was a dispute be+ 
tween a Japanese marine and a ri 
sha coolie regarding a fare, in the 
course of which the coolie pulled off 
the marine’s neckerchief. Shortly 
Jafter this oceurrence, the company 
to which the marine’ was attached 
Jwas detailed for duty, the marine 
jin question being on. sentry-go. 
While walking his beat, ‘thig 
Imarine was approached by several 
Jeoolies, one of whom he is said to 
have identified as his former as- 
sailant. An altercation followed, 
Jduring which a large crowd gather- 
Jed, as is usual in such cases, to wit- 
Iness the outcome, 
The commotion attracted the ate 
tention of the marine’s colleagues, 
jwho not unnaturally joined him in 
lan effort to solve the diMiculty, This 
may have given rise to the impres~ 
sion that a coolie or coolies were 
being surrounded and arrested by 
armed Japanese marines, Needless 
‘this was not the ense, + 
During a heated yart of the al- 
tercation, some pedestrians and 
Jothers riding in ricshas were held 
lup and unable to proceed to their 
Jdestinations, Some of the marines 
fendeavoured to explain that 
blocked condition of traffic wi 
Jof their making and expressed the 
fopivion, in thelr own language, that 
Jan alternative route might, be, in 
{the ‘circumstances, more advisable. 
While their ignorance of the Eng- 
fish and Chinese languages may 
Ihave caused them to resort to seems 
ingly abrupt gestures, it has been 
definitely established that no effort 
vas made by them to retard trafic,

While it is unfortunate that. the 
|marine who instigated the contro- 
iversy did so while in uniform and 
bearing arms, it should be realized 
that neither he nov his companions 
had any desire to behave ,in any 
Jother than a reasonable ahd con- 
Jciliatory manner.

DISTRICT COURT 


Chinese Partners’ Liability 


Before Judge Yang in the Shang. 
hai Special District Court on 
larch 31, the action was com 
menced. in which Chen Tsen-ching 
sued Wang Wei-chou,, Hsu Fu-chen 
(deceased) and Tstg Tsz-chang for 
Tis, 3,000, alleged to have been de- 
posited with an American firm 
known as the China Trans-Oceanie 
Trading Co, Inc, upon his appoint- 
ment as manager, and for Tis. 
240, which he alleges are comais- 
sions due to him, with interest, 

Plaintiff, who was represented by 
Dr, Paoli 'Tsiang, stated that, in 
1926, he entered’ into the employ 
of the China Trans-Oceanic Trad- 
ing Co, as manager and deposited 
with ‘them Tls, 3,000 on condition 
that this-morey should be returned, 
to him, with interest, when 
withdrew from the firm. The firm 
went into liquidation and plaintiff's 
services: were terminated but the 
money deposited was not returned. 
Instead, assigned to the de- 
funct coinpany’s assels. The de- 
fendant fitm was not registered 
with the National Government and 
there was nobody: to whom he 
(plaintiff) could look for repay 
tment of his deposit so he was suing 
defendants jointly and severally as 
partners and shareholders. 

Mr. ¥. C. Linn, representing the 
wife of Hsu Fu-chen, stated» that 
Hsu was already dead and, in any 

defendants, as. sharehold- 
not responsible 
any's management and 
took no part in it, Tt would, sai 
counsel, be a very dangerous. pro- 
cedure if the Court, upheld claims 
fon Chinese shareholders in foreign 
firms in the event of such fires 
failing to meet. their obligations. 
‘They could be held to an unlimited 
ability if the Court decided that 
wareholders were responsible and 
that would be tantamount to. with- 
drawing all protection accorded to 
Chinese shareholders in foreign 
firms. 

Judgment was reserved.

blems of theatre construction. ‘The 
layman will be faseincted by the 
amount of study which Mr. Shand 
has given to a very important side 
of theatrical production. ‘The tradi- 
tions of the Greek drama impelled 
close ‘attention to the setting of 
plays, and it is a matter of re- 
Broach to the modern age that so 
little attention has been paid to this 
vital factor in play production. “It 
may be remembered that when Dr. 
Gray "electrified | the "educational 
world by inaugurating ‘the Greel 
Play at Bradfield, no little of the 
success of that enterprise was de- 
rived from the reproduction, as 
faithtully as resources permitted, of 
the classical open-air auditorium. 
The ‘theatre in England architec- 
turally has. advanced little beyond 
the idea of the booth at the country 
fair. With the introduction of the 
cinema theatre into the field, this 
dea has been retained too rigidly. 
Mr. Shand is particularly severe on 
the lack of imagination displayed 
‘by’ the big cinema. syndicates” in 
England, and he turns to Germany 
for most of his illustrations of the 
Way in which theatre architecture 
should be tackled. In fact, with the 
exception of the new Savoy Theatre, 
the Kensington Cinema (with. re- 
servations). the new Twickenham 
‘Theatre and the even newer Victoria 
Cinema in Westminster the English 
modern theatres are vigorously con- 
demned.
